Gray, superintandent of the works at 
Keeler, has discovered a new process of 
purifying the crude soda which he has 
patented. It is asserted that this pro- 
cess in much more effective and far 
cheaper than the old way of working. 
Twenty-one men are now employed, 
but many more will b« at work there 
next Spring. The making of the tanks 
to contain tbe soda ia now nearly fin- 
ished, and the process of purifying the 
eoda will soon be commenced, when 
thirty tons a day will be worked. Tbe 
company believes that it has struck a 
bonanza, aa it has the whole lake to 
draw from, and its supplies of erode 
material are, therefore, practically in- 
exhaustible.
